The Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended ("the Act"), requires that 
JJj your committee file a 30 Day Post-General Report of Receipts and Disbursements in a calendar 
cn year during which there is a regularly scheduled general election for which the candidate sought 
© election. This report, covering the period through November 22, 2010, shall be filed no later 
^ than December 2, 2010. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). Records at the Federal Election Commission 

("FEC") indicate that this report was not filed within thirty (30) days of the due date. You 
should file the report ifyou have not already done so. 

The Act was further amended in 1999 to permit the FEC to impose civil money 
penalties for violations of the reporting requirements of 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). 2 U.S.C. § 
437g(a)(4). On February 2, 2011, the FEC found that there is reason to believe ("RTB") that 
Friends of Ray and you, in your official capacity as treasurer, violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) by 
failing to file timely this report on or before December 2, 2010.

Your written response 
must include the reason(s) why you are challenging the RTB finding and/or calculated civil 
money penalty, and must include the factual basis supporting the reason(s) and supporting 
documentation. The FEC strongly encourages that documents be submitted in the form of 
affidavits or declarations.

The FEC will only consider challenges that are based on at least one of three grounds: 
(1) a factual error in the RTB finding; (2) miscalculation of the calculated civil money penalty by 

1̂  the FEC; or (3) your demonstrated use of best efforts to file in a timely manner when prevented 
00 from doing so by reasonably unforeseen circumstances that were beyond your control. 11 C.F.R. 
HI § 111.35(b). In order for a challenge to be considered on the basis of best efforts, you must have 
^ filed the required report no later than 24 hours after the end of these reasonably unforeseen 
0 circumstances. Id. Examples of circumstances that will be considered reasonably unforeseen

00 Reason-to-Believe Background 

^ On February 2, 2011, the Commission found reason to believe ("RTB") that the respondents 
p violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for failing to file the 2010 30 Day Post-General Report and made a 
1̂  preliminary determination that the civil money penalty was S3,850 based on the schedule of penalties 
»H at 11 C.F.R. § 111.43. A letter, dated February 7, 2011, was mailed to the respondents' address of 

record from the Reports Analysis Division ("RAD") to notify them of the Commission's RTB finding 
and civil money penalty. 

Legal Requirements 

The Federal Election Campaign Act ("Act") requires that post-general reports must be filed by 
the treasurer of a principal campaign committee no later than the 30th day after any general election in 
which the candidate has sought election and shall be complete as of the 20th day after the general 
election. 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(2)(A)(ii) and II C.F.R. § 104.5(a)(2)(ii). Reports filed electronically 
must be received and validated at or before 11:59 pm Eastem Standard/Daylight Time on December 2 
to be timely filed. 11 C.F.R. § 100.19(c) and 104.5(e). The treasurer shall be personally responsible 
for the timely filing of reports. 11 C.F.R. § 104.14(d). 

Respondents' Challenge 

On March 15, 2011, the Commission received the written response ("challenge") from the 
Treasurer, Marian McKinney, requesting to be excused from the $3,850 fine. The Treasurer states that 
she is 65 years old, can do accounting but does not know the computer that well and only became 
Treasurer for her son because they had no one else to do it. She further states that to get the reports 
filed, she worked on them for hours and tried many times but could not get our system to take them. In 
her efforts to file the reports, she spoke with Commission representatives Robin Kelly and Stefanie a 
great deal. Stefanie was somehow able to talk her through uploading the reports successfully. 

The Treasurer states that their first report was filed using Windows, and when that computer 
crashed, she received a new laptop that used Vista 7. She states that they loaded what the Commission 
"had listed for Vista 7" but it was incorrect. Stefanie had her dissolve that program and load the 
program that would work, but this was not until their last report was filed. Given that her computer

crashed, she installed the wrong program, the illness of she and her husband, and the time it took to get 
the correct program for Vista 7, the Treasurer asks that the fine be dropped. 

Analysis 

The 30 Day Post-General Report was filed on February 16, 2011, 76 days late. 

The respondents were notified on three occasions, once before the due date and twice after the 
due date, that they must file this report. On November 8, 2010, the Report Notice for the Post-General 
Election Report was sent via email to "V0LMARIANNE@GMAIL.COM," the email address 
disclosed on their Statement of Organization. On December 3, 2010, one day after the deadline, the 
Electronic Filing Office ("EFO") sent an email notification to "ray@rayMcKinney.org," an email 
address provided by the respondents, stating that they failed to file the report. They were notified 

r-jj again when RAD sent the non-filer letter on December 22.

00 The challenge indicates that the Treasurer spoke with her Reports Analyst, Robin Kelly, on 

several occasions. Commission records indicate that the Reports Analyst spoke to or left a message for 
^ the Committee ten times between December 2010 and February 14,2011. The RAD telecom ("written 
Q records of telephone conversations") of the first conversation on December 27, indicates that the 
fsl Analyst called the Treasurer to assist her with correcting their election-cycle-to-date ("ectd") totals on 
HI the 12 Day Pre-RunotY, October Quarteriy, and 12 Day Pre-General Reports. The Analyst informed 

the Treasurer that failing to correct the totals would result in the Committee being referred for further 
action. The Treasurer replied that she had been sick and was not sure if she would be able to correct 
the reports. During this conversation the Analyst also reminded the Treasurer that the Committee had 
not yet filed the 30 Day Post-General Report. The Treasurer again stated that she had not been able to 
file the report because she was sick. 

On February 2, 2011, The Treasurer informed the Analyst that she worked all night to correct 
the reports and would try to send them that night. On February 3, the Treasurer spoke with both the 
Reports Analyst and the Electronic Filing Office ("EFO") in an effort to upload her 2010 12 Day Pre-
Runoff and Pre-General Amendments. On this day, the Reports Analyst also reminded the Treasurer 
of her need to file the 30 Day Post-General Report. The Amended 12 Day Pre-Runoff and October 
Quarterly Reports were tiled on February 3. The Treasurer spoke with the Reports Analyst and EFO 
again on February 7, 8, and 10 regarding the filing of Amended 12 Day Pre-General Report which 
occurred on February 10. 

Although the challenge contends that the Treasurer spoke with both the Reports Analyst and 
the EFO on several occasions in an effort to file the Committee*s reports, it appears that these 
conversations related to filing of the Amended 12 Day Pre-Runoff, October Quarterly and 12 Day Pre-
General Reports which required corrected ECTD totals in order to avoid referral for fiirther action. 

Commission records indicate that the Treasurer did not contact the Commission for assistance 
with filing the 30 Day Post-General Report until February 14 when she called the EFO for assistance 
with combining multiple datasets in order to file the report. The Treasurer called the EFO the 
following day for assistance with creating a Post General Report, and again on February 16 for 
assistance with correcting some validation errors. The report was filed on February 16, just two days 
after the Treasurer first called for assistance with the report. 



The challenge also contends that the respondents downloaded the incorrect program when 
switching from a Windows operating system to a Vista 7 operating system following the crashing of 
the Treasurer's computer. EFO records indicate that on September 20, the Treasurer called for 
assistance with installing the FECFile software on her new laptop and she subsequently downloaded 
the software twice on that day. It is unclear whether the respondents switched to a Windows 7 or 
Windows Vista operating system, when their original computer crashed, as there is no Vista 7 
operating system; however, the Information Technology Division ("ITD") Manager confirms that the 
Commission's FECFile software has been compatible with both the Windows 7 and Windows Vista 
operating systems, in addition to other Windows operating systems, since the respondents first 
downloaded the FECFile software on August 13,2010. Therefore, a change in operating system would 
have not prevented the respondents from filing the 30 Day Post-General Report. The ITD Manager 

O) verifies that there are no known problems or issues that would have prevented the respondents from 
0* filing the report. 

® With respect to the "jail time" the Treasurer requests in order to cover the fine, as the 
Compliance Analyst advised the Treasurer during their February 25 conversation, the Administrative 
Fines Program does not include jail time. As detailed in the RTB letter sent to the respondents, unpaid 

Q> civil money penalties are subject to the Debt Collection of 1982, as amended by the Debt Collection 
© Improvement Act of 1996, 31 U.S.C. § 3701 et seq. As such, unpaid civil money penalties may be 
2J referred to the U.S. Department of Treasury for collection. 11 C.F.R. § 111.51(a)(2). 

Failure to use filing software properly, committee computer failures, and illness and/or 
inexperience of the treasurer are included at 11 C.F.R. § 111.35(d) as examples of circumstances that 
are not considered reasonably unforeseen and beyond the respondents' control. Their challenge fails to 
address any of the three valid grounds at 11 C.F.R § 111.35(b). These are: (i) the RTB finding is based 
on factual errors; and/or (ii) the improper calculation of the civil money penalty; and/or (iii) they used 
best efforts to file on time but were prevented from doing so by reasonably unforeseen circumstances 
that were beyond their control and they filed the report no later than 24 hours after the end of these 
circumstances. The other issue raised in the challenge (the illness of the Treasurer's husband), also 
does not fall within the list of valid grounds at 11 C.F.R § 111.35(b). Therefore, the Reviewing 
Officer recommends that the Commission make a final determination that the respondents violated 
2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assess a civil money penalty of $3,850. 

OAR Recommendations 
(1) Adopt the Reviewing Officer recommendation for AF# 2290 Friends of Ray and Marian 

McKiimey, in her official capacity as Treasurer, in making the final determination; 
(2) Make a final determination in AF# 2290 that Friends of Ray and Marian McKinney in her official

On February 2, 2011, the Commission found reason to believe ("RTB") that the 
respondents violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for failing to file the 2010 30 Day Post-General Report. 
As a result, the Commission also made a preliminary determination that the civil money penalty 
was $3,850 based on the schedule of penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.43. 

On March 15, 2011, the Commission received the respondents' written response 
("challenge"). After reviewing the challenge, the Reviewing Officer's recommendation dated 
May 17, 2011 was forwarded to the Commission, a copy was sent to the respondents, and is 
hereby incorporated by reference. The Reviewing Officer recommended that the Commission 
make a final determination that they violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assess a $3,850 civil money 
penalty because they submitted no evidence that a factual error was made in the RTB finding, 
that the penalty was miscalculated at RTB or that they used best efforts to file on time. 

1 C.F.R. § 111.35(b). 

Within 10 days of transmittal of the recommendation, the respondents may file a written 
response with the Commission Secretary which may not raise any arguments not raised in the 
respondents' challenge or not directly responsive to the Reviewing Officer's recommendation.

On February 2, 2011, the Federal Election Commission ("the Commission") found reason 
to believe ("RTB") that Friends of Ray and you, in your official capacity as Treasurer, violated 
2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for failing to file the 2010 30 Day Post-General Report. By letter dated 
February 7, 2011, the Commission sent you notification of the RTB finding that included a civil 
money penalty calculated at RTB of $3,850 in accordance with the schedule of penalties at 
11 C.F.R. § 111,43. On March 15, 2011, the Office of Administrative Review received your 
written response, challenging the RTB finding. 

The Reviewing Officer reviewed the Commission's RTB finding with its supporting 
documentation and the written response. Based on this review, the Reviewing Officer 
recommended that the Commission make a final determination that Friends of Ray and you, in 
your official capacity as Treasurer, violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assess a civil money penalty 
in the amount of $3,850 in accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43. The basis for the Reviewing 
Officer's recommendation was included in the Final Determination Report, a copy of which was 
sent to you on May 18, 2011. 

On June 30, 2011, the Commission adopted the Reviewing Officer's recommendation and 
made a final determination that Friends of Ray and you, in your official capacity as Treasurer, 
violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assessed a civil money penalty of $3,850. It is based on the same 
factors used to calculate the civil money penalty at RTB. A copy of the final determination 
recommendation is attached. 

If You Choose to Appeal the Final Determination and/or Civil Money Penalty 
If you choose to appeal the final determination, you should submit a written petition, 

within 30 days of receipt ofthis letter, to the district court of the United States for the district in 
which the committee or treasurer reside, or transact business, requesting that the final

determination be modified or set aside. See 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(4)(C)(iii). The failure to raise an 
argument in a timely fashion during the administrative process shall be deemed a waiver of the 
respondents' right to present such argument in a petition to the district court under 
2 U.S.C. § 437g. 11C.F.R.§ 111.38. 

If You Choose Not to Pay the Civil Money Penalty and Not to Appeal 
Unpaid civil money penalties assessed through the Administrative Fine regulations will 

be subject to the Debt Collection Act of 1982 ("DCA") as amended by the Debt Collection 
Improvement Act of 1996 ("DCIA"), 31 U.S.C. § 3701 et seq. Ifyou do not pay this debt within 
30 days (or file a written petition to a federal district court - see below), the Commission will 
transfer the debt to the U.S. Department of the Treasury ("Treasury") for collection. Within 5 
days of the transfer to Treasury, Treasury will contact the debtor and request payment. Treasury 
currently charges a fee of 28% of the civil money penalty amount for its collection services. The 
fee will be added to the amount of the civil money penalty that you owe. Should Treasury's 
attempts fail, Treasury will refer the debt to a private collection agency ("PCA").

Treasury may recommend that the Commission refer the matter to the 
Department of Justice for litigation.
